His start, in 1908 in the sugar in-

advantage of while unloading rock 
he was ordered off the mill property, 
never to even step on it again. For 
short time he hauled rock to the

edge of the property and had his 
father take it Mm for unloading. He 


stil! had the courage to ask for a job 
at the plant only to be refused in no 
uncertain manner, Because of the 
gxood work done in helping his father, 
the superintendent finally sent for 
“CR.” and offered him a job which 
started his long career as a “sugar 
tramp”. He finished his schooling 
while working for this company. 

In 1907 he took a position with the 
Utah Idaho Suear Co., a pioneer firm, 
and moved to Napa, Idaho where he 
worked until the mill closed down 
in 1909, because of the damage done 
to the beets by the infectious White 
Fly. He went to Lehi in the spring 
of 1908 and was married on April 8. 
It was while in Napa that Mr, Wing 
took his first church position, being 
the Y.M.M.LA. and has 
without a job in the 
chureh since. The Mormons were not 
kindly received in Napa but through 
the efforts of a fine choir this resis- 
broken down, The branch 
there was in the North 
Mission under Pres. 
Pratt. After a series of transfers, 
to Garland, to Sugar City and back 
to Garland he was sent to Brigham 
City where a new mill was built, In 
1917 “C.R.” was chosen as a member 
of the party sent to Yakama, Wash.

Two weeks after they arrived there, 
Melvin J. Ballard organized a 
branch of the church under the leader- 
Charles Edwards, John Lewis,

Garden Hints 


The best place for the vegetable 
patch is where it will receive full 
sunlight. Digging in the fall is best, 
but it can be done in the spring just 
as soon as the ground is dry enough 
to work properly. A common mistake 
is to dig too deeply. The best part of 
the soil is generally the top-soil which 
the builder used when grading, and 
for this reason the spading should 
not exceed eight to ten inches, so that 
the better soil still remains on the 


top. 


Well rotted manure is a great help 
in p'ant growth. Ready-mixed com- 
mercial fertilizer may also be used to 
advantage. Scatter over surface of the 
garden after digging, at the rate of 
{ pounds per 100 square feet, and 
work into top soil with a rake. Avoid 
direct contact with roots or tops, 
it will cause burning of the young 
plants.
